“sense of imagination” as being a meceealty: for 
a _ progressive administration. 

A’ séeond phase of. Tiemiann’s political plan:

* Yeutter charged that the Morrison adminle” 
tration failed to take an active part in supporting 
législation ‘because .it was ill-equipped, staff-wise, 
to do go.

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Naylor: Tutition” Lowering 
Depends On oth Vote

“The Administration and the regents are 
committed to lowering tuition as quickly as pos- 
sible,” says Acting President Naylor. 

' - However, Dr. Naylor told The Gate- 

- way, “It doesn’t seem likely that we will 

lower tuition for next year. The door 
is not completely closed.” 

Dr.. Naylor said the budget situation. will be 
“constantly reviewed and assessed. At the quick- 
est possible time, tuition will be lowered. Whether 
this is September | (1967) or February. (1968) 
remains to be seen.’ 


Voters To Provide Key? 

The key to unlock the door to lower tuition 
“rests with the approval of the people of the 
merger. All concerned will have to work actively 
to see that the merger is approved.” 

The 1967-68 budget will be presented to the 
Board of Regents next Thursday. Tending to 
cloud the budget crystal ball are students. 

Of the three current sources of 

“revenue: (1) the two-mill tax; (2): state: 


aid from junior college bill aid (3)™ . 
tuition and fees—students will contribute 
70 per cent. 
This will be a drop of four per cent from the 
current year. The junior college bill funds make 
up the difference. 


Students Unpredictable Factor 

Students are the most unpredictable- portion 
of budget planning. Their number and the hours 
they take hinge on several factors, according to 
Dr. Naylor: - 

“(1) The war situation, 

(2) The improved image of the University, 

(3) Tuition and fee schedule at other insti- 
tutions of higher education in this region, and 

(4) Proposed Federal legislation for tax re- 


‘lief. - 


Taking these factors into account, 
Naylor predicts a 10 per cent increase 
in fall enrollment over the previous year. 
Thus the 1967 fall enrollment would be 
just over 9,000—about the same as in . 
1965. :
